L CONSANGUINITY. 
"i Onlſanguinity, Kindred, or Blood, hinders and diſſolves Marriage between three; or (taking two of them double) five 


Relations. 


' Father and Danghter. 


' 1. Where one of the perſons is deſcended from the other, that is, Parents and Children, viz. 1M 
2 other and Sonne. 
' 2. Where both perſons are deſcended immediately from a third, that is, — Brother and Siſter. 
3. Where one of the perſons is deſcended from the Brother or Siſter of the other : For thele [Uncle and Neece. 
are Loco Parentum & Liberorum,jn place of Parents and Children, viz._—._— —} Aunt and Nephew. 


Hence, by reaſon of Gonſanguinity,no Man may marry hisxown Mother, Daughter, Siſter, Aunt, or Neece, 
. And, by the ſame reaſon, no Woman may marry her own Father, Son, Brother, Uncle, or Nephew. 
| IL AFFINITY, 
A Ffinity depends upon Conſanguinity, and fo in like manner hinders and diffolves Marriage, wiz. 
In what Relation a Man may not marry his own Kinſwoman, in the ſame he may not-marry his Wifes Kinſwoman, or his 


Kinſmans Wife. And by the ſame reaſon, 
In what Relation a Woman may not marry her own Kinſman,in the ſame ſhe may not marry her Husbands Kinſman,or her 
Kinſwomans Husband. The reaſon of both is, becauſe Husband and Wife are one Fleſh, Gen. 2. 24. 


Hence, by reaſon of Affinity, no Man may marry his Wifes Mother, or his Fathers Wife : his Wifes Daughter, or his Sonnes 
Wife - his Wifes Siſter, or his Brothers Wife : his Wifes Aunt, or his Uncles Wife : his Wifes Neece, or his Nephews Wife. 
And by the ſame reaſon, no WV oman may marry her Husbands Father, or her Mothers Husband: her Husbands Sonne, or her 
Daughters Husband : her Husbands Brother , or her Siſters Husband : her Husbands Uncle, or her Aunts Husband : her Huſ- 
bands Nephew, or her Neeces Husband. 

Where 1. Under the names of Father, Mother, Soune, Daughter, Uncle, Aunt, Nephew, and Neece, are comprehended and un- 
derſtood, not onely they who are (uch in the immediate or next Degree, but allo they who are ſuch in any Degree 
whatſoever: that is to ſay, Grani-father, Grand-mother, Grand-ſonne, Grand-danghter,Great Uncle,Great Aunt, Great Ne- 
phew, Great Neece, &c. upward and downward in infinitum. 

2. Under the names: of Brother, Siſter, Uncle, Aunt, Nephew and Neece, are comprehended and underſtood, not onely 


they who are ſuch by whole Blood, thatis, both by Father and Mother, but alſo they who are ſuch by half-blood, 
that is, either by. Father or Mother. 


All theſe Prohibitions are briefly ſer forth to the Eye in this following T able.

All theſe Relations of Conſanguinity and Affinity are prohibited Marriage 

1. By the Leviticall Law,or Law of God, either in expreſſe terms, or (which is all one) by diversneceſlary conlequences,from 
likeneſs, parity, or majority of Reaſon: which is as much as a man is forbidden to marry his own Grand-mother, or his own 
Danghter. For neither of thele is there forbidden in exprels terms, bur both evidently Dy divers neceflary Conſequences.

Which plainly imports,that all Marriages ithin the Leviticall Degrees (as alltheſe are) ſhall be troubled and impeached,though 


there were no exception againſt them by any other Law of God.

E. F. for Affinity, andevery Clals into five Prohibitions, by 1. 2. 3. 4. 5. They are fo ordered and difpoled, that they murual- 


ly explain and inferr one ayothcr above 100 wayes : So that grant any one of them, and grant all; Deny one, and deny all,
